Tne  preliminary  estiraaie  of  the  are?,  and  production  of  wheat  and  oats 
xn  New  Zealand  shows  a  considerable  increase  ever  that  of  last  year  while 
barley,  com,  flaxseed  and  potatoes  show  a  reduction. 

A  steady,  decrease  is  evident  in  the  acreage  of  susar  cane,  cacao, 
coffee  and  ground  provisions  in  British  Guiana  during  the  last  three  years. 
Tne  acreage  bf  rice,  cocoanuts  and  limes  was  greater" in  1921  than  in  1920 
but  was  less  than  in  1919. 

The  exports  of  sv^r.r  from  the  Philippine  Islands  for  the  five  months 
encang  Sfey  31,  1922  were  93,000  tens  more  than  during  the  same  period  the 
previous  year,

The  acreage  of  sugar  beets  in  Belgium  in  1921  was  about  12, COO  acres 
more  than  that  of  1920. 

During  the  season  from  September  1921  to  April  1922,  the  production 
of  raw  sugar  in  Germany  was  223,000  short  tons  more  than  were  produce?, 
during  the  same  time  of  the  preceding  years. 

According  to  estimates  of  sugar  producers  the  1922-23  sugar  crop 
of  Rumania  will  exceed  that  of  1921-22  but  will  still  be  considerably 
below  that  of  the  pre-war  average* 

Exports  of  lemons  from  Italy  to  the  United  States  by  the  end  of  the 
war  had  dropped  to  a  little  over  a  third  of  the  amount  sent  over  in  1914. 
By  1920  the  shipments  had  risen  to  about  two  thirds  of  the  1914  exports. 
In  1921  the  shipments  dropped  to  a  lower  point  than  they  had  been  at  any 
time  since  the  war. 

A  shortage  of  fertilizer  last  fall  has  been  given  as  the  reason 
for  the  decreased  currant  crop  of  Greece  for  1922. 

The  estimated  world  production  of  wheat  for  1922,  including  the 
1921-22  crop  of  the  Southern  Hemisphere  and  excluding  Russia,   is  5,020 
million  bushels  as  compared  with  3,060  million  bushels  last  year  and  an 
average  annual  production  of  2,890  million  bushels  for  the  years  1909  to 
1913.     The  Eurppean  production  for  1922  including  estimates  from  condi- 
tion reports  and  interpolations  is  1,101  million  bushels,  which  would  be 
137  million  bushels  less  than  last  year.    This  shortage,  'however,  is 
less  than  the  increase  in  production  of  Canada,  the  United  States  and 
British  India,  which  is  about  141  million  bushels  more  than  last  year. 
Considering  that  Russia  is  expected  to  have  enough  grain  to  feed  herself 
this  year,  whereas  she  had  to  import  considerable  quantities  last  year, 
the  total  world  production  is  very  close  to  that  of  last  year.     The  total 
wheat  import  requirement  of  the  importing  countries  for  the  season 
August  1,  1922  to  July  31,  1923  is  estimated  by  BrooxnbaU  to  be  656  million 
bushels.    The  total  available  surplus  from  the  United  States,  Canada, 
Argentina,  Australia,  India,  Danube  and  Manchuria  is  given  as  776  million 
bushels. 

The  stocks  of  wheat  in  Canada,  on  August  18,  1922  were  12,273,000 
bushels  as  compared  with  4,348,000  bushels  on  August  19,1921.  Stocks 
of  other  grain  were  estimated  to  be  7,995,000  bushels  as  against  18,535,000 
busneis  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  price  of  No.  1  Dark  Northern  Fneat  on  the  Minneapolis  Market 
August  4,  1922  was  14*4-1/8  cents  per  bushel  as  compared  with  181  cents  on 
August  6,  1921.     The  price  of  No.  1  wheat  at  Winnipeg  on  the  same  date 
was  13&r3/8  cents  per  bushel  as  compared  with  182-1/2  cents  the  year  before. 
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The  average  Chicago  price,  for  No.  2  red  winter  wheat  for  July 
was  $1.14  cents  a  bushel  as  compared  with  £1.24  for  July  1921  and  $2.59 
for  July  1920.     The  average  price  of  milling  wheat  in  Sydney,  Australia  for 
the  month  of  December,  1921  was  $1.02  as  compared  with  $1.54  for  December 
1920. 

The  average  weekly  price  of  wheat  in  Great  Britain  for  week  ending 
June  24,  was  $1.46  per  "bushel,  as  compared  with  $2.08  for  the  same  period 
in  1921,  and  a  $1.95  in  1920.
